All tree seed is not the same. If the parent tree has undesirable qualities, 
its seed will perpetuate those qualities. To be sure of the best obtainable 
seed, we send men all over the United States to seek out mature, hardy, 
disease-resistant parent trees with straight stems and foliage of rich color. 


We import seed picked from selected stands of timber in Europe, 
which have been developed through generations to bring out desirable 
characteristics. 

Such selectivity is costly—yes. But it puts meaning into the phrase,

Musser Root Systems Are Superior 


The young Musser tree with strong, extensively branched, but com- 
pact, root system is the tree that survives.

The many additional 
feeder roots in Musser Cultured Tree Stock enable the young tree to ex- 
tract the most food from the soil of your planting site. Musser Tree Stock 
is superior.

Transplanting Makes More Roots 


Stock is transplanted in our nurseries from one to four or more times. 
Each time, the longer, more easily damaged roots are reduced so that 
more small feeder roots develop near the stem. The more feeder roots, 
the more quickly the tree is established on your land. Also, the resulting 
compact mass of small feeder roots makes the tree easier to plant 


Each year, in the spring and summer, we transplant hundreds of 
thousands of seedlings to build more feeder roots. Results prove extra 
cost is repaid many times over. 


Cuttings and Grafts Guarantee Qualities 


To reproduce exact qualities desired in stock of a certain species, 
Musser Forests propagates by cuttings or grafts. 

ROOTED CUTTINGS are small branches from perfect specimen 
trees, rooted in our propagation houses under controlled conditions of 
fertility, moisture and temperature. In cases where a species will not 
root from cuttings . 


GRAFTS are produced by introducing cuttings of the desired quality 
on to hardy root stock of a related species. Grafting is a complicated 
cultural process covering some months.

PAUL’S SCARLET HAWTHORN.......... Dn rete SHAD 
Lovely flowering shrubs or small tree, growing about 15 feet tall, with 
spreading branches. The leaves are broad, the 3 to 5 lobes much toothed. 
The large clusters of double, brilliant rosy red flowers are produced in 
immense quantities. Fruits are scarlet. Well suited to the small yard, 
where a maple would be too large or create too much shade. 


RED JAPANESE MAPLE.................... 1 to 1% ft. 6.50 
Grows no taller than 8 to 10 feet. Foliage is startling crimson all summer. 
Makes an excellent specimen for yard or formal garden. Has best color 
when in full sun, but will tolerate moderate shade. Trees moss balled.

An outstanding Flowering Crab that bears dollar-size flowers of rich, 
glistening, fiery crimson in spring.

Flowering Shrubs 


CALYCANTHUS (Sweet-Scented Shrub) 

Many know it as the Carolina Allspice. The handsome, bronze-chocolate 
flowers produced in June are most entrancing, because of their spicy fra- 
grance. Odd-looking pods develop, which are filled with brown, aromatic 
seeds. Glossy corrugated foliage adds to its unusual appearance. Grows 
4 to 6 feet tall and spreads over an area equally broad. 


Double GOLDEN KERRIA (Globe-Flower) 
Button-like, golden flowers cover the bush all summer. The very dense, 
“sawtooth” foliage serves as an interesting background. In winter the 
light green, twiggy stems are very decorative. Grows 3 to 5 feet tall. 


RED FLOWERING QUINCE 
Covered with masses of semi-double, brilliant scarlet flowers in spring, 
even before the attractive, shiny green leaves appear. This 3 to 5-foot 
shrub is a “must” in landscaping. 


BEAUT Y-BUSH 
A magnificent flowering shrub, growing to 7 feet. Upright-growing 
branches arch gracefully outward. During June they are weighted down 
with pink, bell-like flowers. Hardy; any soil. 


DOUBLE MOCK-ORANGE 
Pure white, sweet-scented, double, 2-in. flowers in May and June. Will 
tolerate smoke and other hard city conditions. Grows to an ultimate height 
of 4 to 6 feet. 


2-Year, No. 1 Blooming Size, 1/2 to 2 feet tall. 
Hardy, well-branched shrubs, shipped postpaid 


SWEET HONEYSUCKLE (Lonicera tatarica) 

Dainty, small, pink, trumpet-shaped flowers in May, followed by a pro- 
fusion of red berries. Makes a large shrub, 6 to 8 feet in both height and 
width. Excellent for screening and specimen planting. Grows in the 
poorest soil. 


CARDINAL SHRUB (Weigela Vaniceki) 


Blooms in spring, summer and fall. Plants set out in fall will bloom the 
next season. Grows 6 feet tall. Produces large, trumpet-shaped, rosy red 
flowers. 


PEEGEE HYDRANGEA 


_A tall, stately shrub growing 4 feet in height. Branches bend over with 
giant, cone-shaped flowers which are white at first, then pink, and late in 
fall turn to copper and bronze. When cut, they last for weeks indoors. 


FORSYTHIA, Spring Glory 


A new Forsythia which bears masses of large yellow blooms. Canes grow 
erect, with gracefully drooping tips.
